trymen and ddirymen can carry, 
out many practices on their own!

help build up stock piles jin the! 
East for this winter, 

Dairymen, should consider taking 
the following steps: first, to cut 
their hay early this year. Cows will | 
eat, more of this high quality hay,! 
thus reducing the amount of grain’ 
required. Second, ealy-cut bay is} 
much higher jn protein and feed] 
value than late cut hay and will, 
result in higher milk production 
with less grain. Third, when hay: 
is cut early. the second crop is in-! 
creased for either hay or pasture.} 
Dairymen are advised to put up! 


grass silage where facilitles and, PT 


equipment are. available or to fill 
all silos with corn fodder and corn | 
shop waste, Fourth, the amount of; 
grain consumed by cows can be! 


pasture throughout the season. If 
you haven't sufficient pasture to: 
do this, it isn't too late-yet to seed! 
some supplemental crops for pas- 
ture, such’ ag: millet, which can 
be grazed or cut for silage, The‘ 
committee also recommends that! 
the maximum amount of protein | 
in the grain mixture be reduced to} 
12 or 14 percent. | 

Poultrymen are advised, first, to 
continue to operate at ¢gapacity: 
however, no further expansion in! 
the form of new buildings is ad-, 
visable for the production of broil-: 
ers ind birds for meat. Poultry-‘ 
métn should make sure that they: 
are operating efficiently, giving 
special attention to culling out non | 
layers, controlling lice and mites,' 
and controlling diseases, Second,} 
full use of grass ranges is recom 
mended beeause such ranges can; 
save up to 20 per cent on the 
amount of feed purchased. Green 
feed for layers is also recommend- 
ed. Ladino clover, short grass ori 
Swiss chard may be used in the} 
summer and grass silage or lading 
clover hay may be fed in the wine! 
ter. Third, prevent waste througn’ 
proper feeder construction, rat con-' 
trol, proper gain storaye, and cull-t 
ing birds to avoid feeding bearders,! 
Fourth, barley and oats miay be, 
substituted while a supply is avail- : 
uble for wheat and corn in the: 
ration.

1,535 casualties including 342 killed

forces and eleven prisonets cap-i 
tured, The Japanese were reportel’ 
to have buried or cremated many 
additional members of their forces. 
The Tokio radio had placed Jap-} 
anese losses at 3,000. Fifty-eoght: 
American soldiers are missing in 
the acton, the Navy announced.

EUROPE: 
Bombs Move Factories 

As Allied bombers continued to 
plurymet destruction on Axis Euro- 
pean Industrial and transportation 
centers, evidence mounted that the 
Nazis were seeking to cushlon the 
Impact of these ralds by moving 
their war industries to less vulner- 
able spots in Hungary, Czechoslo- 
yakla and: Austria, 

The dispersal of German industry 
énstward was further indicated by 
the fact that Allied reconnaissance 
had disclosed no effort to repair or 
elear such key installations as the 
Focke-Wulf alrcraft works in Brem- 
an or the Renault plant near Parls 
wrecked by Allied bombs weeks ago, 

Grimly and steadily, however, the 
Allied ajrmen continued thelr mis- 
sion of disaster as Axis cliy after 
elty was cheelkad off the schedule, 
Examples of this thorough job were 
Dusseldorf and Dortmund, coal and 
transportation centers of northwest- 
ern Gormany, where 4,000 tons of 
bombs were dropped on successive 
nights by the RAF. The munitions 
making ¢liy of Essen was likewlse 
blasted again, while daring RAF 
Mosquito bomber pilots penetrated 
to the central German clty of Jena, 
home of the Zeiss factories making 
optical instruments for the Nazis, 

Meanwhile, Invasion's prelude was 
paced by a series of port-wrecking 
raids by U, §, and British planes 
from French Africa on Italian ship- 
ping cltles, 

The Stellian port ellty of Messina 
received spectal attention. This key 
elty whieh guards the approaches to 
the Thalfin mainland was on the re- 
celying end of 400 tons of bombs 
from Allied bombers In a single raid,

After the Nazls had tested the

The committee's report declared 
that ‘with the public at large obliged 
to reduce travel and commiini¢a.

U. S. Losses Light 

Balancing Axis versus American 
casualties in the Tunisian campaign, 
‘Secretary of War Stimson found the 
scales overwhelmingly in favor of 
the United ‘States. The North Afri- 
can victory cost the United States 
18,558 casualties, including 2,184 
killed, 9,437 wounded and 6,937 miss- 
ing or taken prisoner. 

Axis casualties amountcd to 323,- 
000, or 18 times the American total. 
German and Italian losses included 
30,000 men killed and 26,400 wound- 
ed, with. another 266,000 taken pris- 
oner. In comparison, over-all Al- 
lied losses were iess than 70,000. 

‘In addition to prisoners, the Allies 
captured tremendous quantities. of 
military supplies, including large 
numbers of aircraft and many naval 
vessels, he said, Despite small 
American losses Stimson said the 
Tunisia campaign had developed 
nothing to cause the high command 
to, reduce its manpower estimates 
under which the army is expected to 
total 8,200,000 men. 


RAIL WAGES: 
Nonoperators Upped 


Wage increases of eight cents an 
hour recommended by an emergen- 
cy fact-finding board of the National 
Railway Labor board panel for more 
than 900,000 nonoperating employees 
will increase the rail industry's an- 
nual wage ‘bill by approxiniately 
$204,000,000, authoritative transpor- 
tation seirces estimated. 


The 15 nonoperating unions had 


‘asked an: inegrease of 20 cents an 


hour, with a minimum wage of 70 
cents an. hour and the union shop, 
The board declined to recommend 
these proposals. Swhfact only to ap-

The wage increases, a report of 
the board said, are “the minimum 
noninflationary adjustments neces- 
sary to correct gross inequities and 
to ald in the effective prosecution of 
the war.”

Told us he 
had orders to get under way just 
before daylight, out to sea—didn’t 
know just where they were sending 
him—maybe south, maybe the Dutch 
East Indies, anyway, he wouldn't 
be back. 

“So then the fun began. There 
we were—no base, rations for only 
ten days, and a big problem in how 
we were to live ourselves and what 
in hell we would do with the boats 
when the planes came over.

“Pretty soon we began finding 
some of the answers, For instance 
just around the coast from Mari- 
veles in Sisiman Cove was a native 
village—practleally abandoned ex.
